Two Million Toon of silver.—Other 


Precious Metali. 


Astoria (Or.) Pioneer, December 1. 


One ot the vessels which arrived this 


week has a bar of iron on board which 
weighs five or six pouuda, which was 
towed astern five or six weeks at sea as 
an experiment to test the statement that 
gold exists in sea water. The bar was 
cleaned and polished when it was placed 
in the wake of tho vessel, but when 
taken on board it was literally covered 
wth a film of silver, copper and gold 
precipitated on it. This is a fact cor- 
roborated by 
scientific 
investigation. 


Late research has shown 
that gold 


exists in appreciable quantities in the 
waters of the ocean. 
A ton of sea water 


yields by a simple process a grain of 
gold, so that the total quantity held in 
solution must be vastly greater than all 
the gold ever yet extracted from the 
earth. Copper and silver, are, however, 
found in the sen in larger quantities 
than gold. 
Silver is found in combina- 


tion with the old and worn copperings 
of ships to such an extent as to make it 
worth while to extract it. 
It has been 


computed from some analysis of such 
copper, compared with the total distance 
rue through by the ship and the time of 
its remainiog attached, that at least 
2,000.000 tons of silver are thus held in 
solution in the whole ocean.
